curricuiuin, and students should 
take it upon themselves to sell 
1500 season tickets for 1954 
and 1000 for 1955 to help 
defray costs.

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The Environmental Health and Safety Committee during meetings this 
past semester has discussed the health and safety hazards crested by 
unrestrained dogs cn campus. Inasmuch as this has been 2 cause of 
continuing concern to members of the campus community, a proposed 
policy relative to the matter was drawn up and formally considered. 
The Staff Council, at its meeting of May 20, 1971, passed a formal 
resolution in support of the policy. The Interfraternity Council also 
| Made a recommendation that dogs on the SSC campus be controlled 
= and governed by the same standards that apply to dogs in the County 
of Sacramento. 

At its meeting of May 26, 1971, the Environmental Health and Safety 
Committee considered this matter at length. Instances were cited where 
dogs had attacked young children coming to the Hearing and Speech 
Clinic on campus; had attacked seeing eye dogs; had attacked and 
molested students in wheeichairs; had prevented gardeners and 
groundsmen from carrying out their duties on campus; had interrupted 
classes, convocations, and lectures; had added to maintenance problems 
in buildings; and had invaded the food service. 

So far this year, three skunks found in the vicinity of the campus have 
been proven rabid by the Sacramento County Health Department, and 
there is the danger that an unleashed dog making contact with a rabid 
skunk without the owner being aware of it. _ Soi ie

dog must have the animal under restraint by leash and under the 
control and in the immediate presence of the owner when the animal is 
off the premises of the owner. The California Health and Safety Code 
**Restaurant Act” specifically prohibits animals in food service 
buildings. An exception is made only for seeing eye dogs. 

On the basis of this discussion, the following policy was recommended 
to become effective July 1, 1971, and it was approved by the President: 

In order to permit dog owners to enjoy their pets and at the same time 
reduce hazards and nuisances created by dogs on the SSC campus, the 
following policies relating to dogs will become effective July 1, 1971: 

1. Dogs may not be on the campus except when they are: a. secured 
to a leash or chain approximately six (6) feet in length, the other end of 
which is retained by a person, or; b. securely confined in a vehicle. 

2. Dogs may not be tethered on campus. 

3. Dogs are not permitted in any Campus Building even though leased, 
except for: a. seeing eye dogs serving their owners; b. animals involved 
in authorized research. 

4. Dogs must have a valid dog license as evidence of current rabies 
vaccination. 

5. Dogs which are in violation of these policies are subject to being 
picked up and turned over to the Sacramento City Animal Control 
Officer. Owners of such impounded dogs may make arrangements for 
release directly with the Sacramento Animal Control Officer. 


Library hrs. 


extended 


The SSC Library has 
announced an extension of 
borrowing privileges for students 
beginning with the Fall semester. 
Gordon P. Martin, College 
Librarian, hopes that these new 
arrangements will result in better 
service to students and a 
reduction in fines students have 
had to pay in the past. 

Registered students may 
borrow regular library materials 
for three week periods, instead of 
two weeks, and may renew the 
loans for an additional three week 
period of no one else has placed a 
“hold” on the item. The only 
exception to the three week loan 
period are those materials 
required for use in the Reserve 
Book Room; such items may be 
recalled at any time. 

The Library will collect no 
fines on overdue books. Instead, 
fees will be levied under the 
following circumstances: 1!) if 
students fail to respond to recall! 
notices; 2) books that become 
overdue three weeks or more (an 
overdue notice will be sent one 
week following the due date; if 
the book is not returned within 
two weeks following the notice, 
the student will be billed for the 
replacement cost of the book, a 
service charge of $3.35, and a fee 
of $5.00. If a second bill is 
necessary, an additional fee of 
$5.00 will be levied, making a 
total of $10.00 in fees that are 
not refundable; 3) lost or 
damaged books billed at 
replacement cost plus a service 
charge of $3.35; 4) fees as posted 
will be collected for overdue 
Reserve Book Room materials; 
and 5) a $5.00 fee for student 
failure to observe the end of 
semester due date. 

In view of the increasing 
number of false names used by 
Our patrons, the Library is 
instituting a new procedure of 
validation of the student 
identification card. During the 
registration process, Library staff 
will be present to stamp student 
body cards upon payment of 
student fees. Students will be 
required to show either a driver’s 
license or oth2r_ positive 
identification in order to have 
their card validated. The same 
service will be available in the 
Library for late registrants.

FOODS “HI”

“Wanna hit?” 

“No, thanks.” 

“You don’t smoke dope?” the truck driver ventured —_ “I 
suppose you don’t smoke or drink, either.” 

“No, I don’t. While we’re establishing cultural inctunttasien, i may as 
well tell you that I don’t eat meat, either.” (After all, when I’m 
hitching, if the driver wants to talk, i try to find a subject that we are 
both interested in, like the necessity of eating.) 

“Whatta ya, some kind of Seventh Day Adventist, or something?” 
The driver sucked in his breath as he said this, as if the only air he liked 
to breathe contained some kind of smoke in it. 

“No, I’m not, but I suppose if you have something against certain 
religions, then there’s no need for me to even discuss my philosophy of 
vegetarianism.” 

“Ah, come on,” he smiled at me. “I'd like to hear it, really.” His 
bloodshot eyes told it all--he was ripped and he wanted a good rap laid 
on him. The green sign flashing by said “Sacramento, 190 miles.” I 
knew I'd have to almost yell to be heard over the roar of the semi’s 
motor, but we were both destined to spend a couple of hours together. 

“First of all, | don’t believe in killing. I try to be non-violent in all 
things. I believe that all life is bound together as one on this spaceship 
called Earth, and if one living creature kills another, then it in turn will 
be killed. If one man hates another, somewhere along the road, he is 
going to meet up with his own hatred again. That, in a nutshell, is my 
understanding of karma, the law of cause and effect. Karma is an entire 
philosophy in ‘tself, so let’s not get into that. 

“Secondly, I don’t wish to make my body a graveyard for dead 
animals. The instant an animal is killed, it starts to decay and putrify, 
and it comtinues to putrify while it is in your body. On the other hand, 
when you eat raw fruits, nuts and vegetables, you are taking life into 
your body and their life becomes your life. The flesh of animals 
contains waste products such as uric acid {or urine) which was on its 
way to be disposed of, before the animal’s untimely death so viciously 
interrupted its excretory processes. Also, the fear the animal felt at its 
moment of death is chemically imprinted upon every cell of its body in 
one huge rush of adrenalin and in turn becomes part of the meat eater’s 
emotional make-up. This means that a meat eater is more likely to 
worry and feel fear, while a vegetarian can better maintain his 
tranquility and peace of mind, and even more so if he practices 
meditation.” 

“Do you meditate?” 

“For sure.” 

“So that’s what you’re high on.” 

“Really. But then, we have different conceptions of what being high 
realty is. For me, it means being more aware: more aware of my 
immediate environment, of course; but also to be more aware of the 
mbcrocosm and the microcosm—that is, the universe and my body, 
respectively. By eating only natural, organic foods, and by not ingesting 
iny chemicals, | alter my level of consciousness via my own will power; 
and refuse to give chemical poisons any dominion over my free will. 
One of the chemicals you are eating with every bite of flesh foods 1s 
dietystilbestrol, a synthetic hormone used to fatten livestock. It is a 
known carcinogen, that is, a substance that causes cancer. Other drugs 
used to speed up the fattening process include penicillin, streptomycin, 
tetracycline, aureomycin, terramycin, bacitracin, chlortetra cycline, 
oxytetracycline tylosin, and arsenic. Most of these are antibiotics which 
doctors hesitate to prescribe to people until they have determined 
whether or not a person is likely to suffer side effects from them. 

“If you think that when you bite into a tender, juicy steak, that 
you're eating the best part, you’re mistaken. The more tender a cut of 
meat is, the more uric acid and other fatigue toxins it contains. The 
Roman emperors used to have their livestock chased around by a lion 
for a couple of hours before it was slaughtered for a banquet, so that it 
was properly (sic) fatigued and thus more juicy. This is very similar to 
what happens to an animal when it is herded around in confined 
stockyards and through narrow chutes. If you think that animals don’t 
feel fear, you’re wrong. I know, because I used to work in an auction 
yard. 

“The protein contained in meat products is actually inferior to plant 
proteins, as it is harder for the body to break them down and they are 
lower in vitamins and minerals. You are getting your nutrition second 
hand when you eat meat, because the animal has already used up most 
of the important vitamins to maintain his livelihood.. The nitrogen part 
of the protein which isn’t used up by your body is transformed into 
uric acid and other toxins and deposited in certain tissues of your body, 
giving you a sluggish metabolism. 

“To show you that man was not meant, in the scheme of evolution, 
to be a meat eater, let me compare man with a true carnivore, the lion. 
The lion has a very short intestine so that the meat which he eats does 
not remain in the body long enough to putrify, while a man’s intestines 
are much longer so that his body will have plenty of time to assimilate 
the natural fruit sugars he eats. The average adult human carries 
several—as much as ten—pounds of uneliminated feces with him as he 
walks around. According to the most modern European dietetic 
research, a high animal protein diet causes intestinal putrification and 
constipation, not to mention a vitamin B deficiency, arteriosclerosis, 
and heart disease. 

“Ecologically, it makes sense to be a vegetarian, because one can live 
off the produce of one acre, whereas twelve acres of land are required 
to furnish the same amount of nutrition to a meat eater. 

“You can only be as healthy as what you are eating is healthy. If you 
eat sick food, how can that make you healthy? As Goethe so aptly put 
it, ‘you are what yo:: eat.’ 

“If I had more time to spend with you, I could show you how to 
prepare tasty, nutritional vegetarian meals, and how to prepare your 
body, mind, and spirit for a new way of life.”

The Sacramento State Hornets came from behind in 
the second half to beat the tiring Alumni 28 to 17. 
Behind at half time, the varsity took the lead in the 
third quarter and held it for the remainder of the 
game. Three thousand people saw the game, which 
was highlighted by an 80 yard punt return, and 
marred by three fist fights. 

The Alumni held the varsity scoreless in the first 
half, taking a 9-0 lead. Charlie Bell scored the first 
touchdown on a 13 yard run. The try for the extra 
point was blocked. A 25 yard field goal by Mike 
Clemons ended the first hal/ scoring.

First it means that we 
can change our program and activities according to the way 
that things are “flowing’’. Second it means that we don’t 
have to waste time measuring up to plans, but rather we can 
spend our time enjoying the things we can get done. 
None-the-less we do have a variety of activities in mind and, 
perhaps if we tell you about them, you’ll want to join with 
us in the process of bringing them into existence. 

THE A.E. OFFICE: Because we are working closely with 
Academic Affairs of the student government, we will be 
working out of the ASSSC Office this coming semester. We 
have been able to hire several work-study students so we 
will be able to keep office hours from 9 pm through 4 pm 
during the school week. Please feel free to drop in and rap 
with us or call us at 454-6408. 


THE A.E. ACCREDITED PROGRAM: Thru cooperation 
with the Academic Senate, Alternative Education has been 
able to offer a number of A.E. courses for credit. This 
semester we have decided to cut back on the accredited 
program as it was and run three sections of “Alternative 
Education—Getting It Together”. We hope that these 
classes will provide us with a fairly large group of people 
who will understand the A.E. program and philosophy so 
that we can carry a solid program of A.E. accredited classes 
beginning in the Spring semester. Drop by the ASSSC 
Office (upstairs by the bookstore) if you are interested in 
this class. 


EXPERIMENTAL COLLEGE: There have been several 
attempts to start an experimental college at SSC over the 
past few years. All of them have failed, primarily because 
many students are here for credits and not for learning. 
A.E. will be working on our E.C. this Fall. We already have 
one class we’re interested in—‘“Automechanics for People 
Who Know Nothing About Automechanics”. This class 
should be especially useful to women who have avoided 
such classes previously because of their tendency to be too 
technica! in the beginning.

A.E. will be working with the people from Alice’s this Fall 
to provide a center for a variety of activities including 
groups for discussing a variety of personal and social 
problems and guest speakers from the surrounding 
community. We’d like to provide a place for people to get 
together on the campus during week nights to discuss 
whatever is on their minds or perhaps just to meet new 
people. 

We'll continue our “Get A Ride Board” just inside the 
entrance to tne Snack Bar. We'd like to have a weekend ride 
board for California and then, just before vacations, have 
the national ride board. 

Alternative Education feels that students should take 
more than just a passive role in the education process. It’s 
time to think and to act. Don’t ask what school wants from 
you.

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The Selective Service System 
has recently clarified expected 
policy changes on undergraduate 
student deferments. 

College students who were 
enrolled full-time in the 1970-71 
academic year will be eligible for 


student deferments in the 
1971-72 school year if they 
continue to make satisfactory 


progress in their programs of 
study, Selective Service officials 
said. However, young men who 
entered school for the first time 
this summer and those who enroll 
as freshmen this fall will not 
qualify for student deferments if 
the pending changes to the 
Selective Service Act are passed 
by Congress. The House has 
compieted action on the bill and 
final Senate action is expected in 
late September. 

Dr. Curtis W. Tarr, Selective 
Service Director, said: “Few 
incoming freshmen students are 
likely to be inducted in the near 


future because of the student 
deferment phaseout. Of the 
1,034,000 incoming freshman 





males estimated by the Office of 
Education, approximately 80% 
are 18 years old and only 20% are

19 years of age or older. The 18 
year olds will receive their lottery 
numbers in 1972, and they will 
not be subject to induction until 
1973, when draft calls should be 
low. The 19 year old freshmen 
received their lottery numbers 
August 5 of this year and will be 
subject to induction next year; at 
least “% should have high enough 
lottery numbers to preciude their 
induction. Of those remaining, 
approximately 50% will be 
disqualified on mental, moral or 
physica! grounds. This means that 
a maximum of 50,000 men will be 
directly affected in 1972 by the 
student deferment phaseout and 
one-halt of these, or 25,000, will 
probably not be inducted because 
of enlistments in Regular, Reserve 


or National Guard units, 
Participating in commissioning 
programs or because of procedural 
delays 

Dr. Tarr said that college 
students will not be drafted in the 
middle of a semester or term. “If 
called while enrolled, they will be 
allowed to postpone their 
induction until the end of the 
semester, or term. If in their last 
academic year, they will be able 
to postpone their induction until 
after graduation.” 

Dr Tarr advised incoming 
freshmen and students who 
started their program of study in 
the summer of 1971 or later not 
to file applications for student 
deferments even though the 
current law authorized granting 
deferments to students in 


full-time programs of study. 

“If the pending Selective 
Service legislation does not pass.” 
Tarr said, “it would not be in a 
registrant’s best interest to obtain 


a student deferment which wouid 
extend his liability until age 35. 


Should Congress change the 
legislation to provide for 
deferments for new incoming 


freshmen, which is most unlikely, 
applications for deferments will 
not be jeopardized by delaying 
their submission until after 
passage of the new law.” 

The President’s authority for 
the induction of all men under 
35, except for those who have or 
who have had deferments, expired 
on June 30, 1971. If Congress 
does not reinstate the general 
induction authority, the President 
could authorize the induction of 
those registrants who hold or have 
heid deferments. In this unlikely 
event, Selective Service officials 
believe that manpower 
requirements of the Department 
of Defense probably could be met 
by inducting those young men 
who have recently dropped 
deferments because they 
sraduated, dropped out of school, 
or changed their occupations. 
Recent college graduates or 
dropouts would make up the bulk 
of inductions, the officials said. 
The officials added that 
cancellations of deferments 
probably would not be necessary 
nor would it be necessary to call 
those who have passed into the 
second priority selection group. 

Currently, there are 
approximately six million young 
men under age 35 with 
deferments. Approximately 
$00,000 of these normally lose 
their deferments during a 
12-month period. The largest 
groups of deferred men are those 


who have received fatherhood,

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‘Life is to enjoy; not suffer’

“The message of Student's 
International Meditative Society is 
very simple, and that is: Life is to 
enjoy; not suffer.”’ Learning how 
to better enjoy life is the theme 
and intent of a class entitled ‘““The 
Science of Creative Intelligence,’ 
which will be focused on 
transcendental meditation. George 
Ellis, a lecturer for the course and 
an instructor of meditation 
techniques, defined for the 
Sacramento State College Hornet 
exactly what meditation is. 

‘‘Transcendental meditation 
(TM) means to transcend thinking 
so as to arrive at the source of 
thought. It is a_ universal 
technique, as it can be practiced 
by anyone, and it is scientific: not 
a philosophy or a religion. TM is a 
completely conscious process, and 
all one has to do to stop the 
practice is to open one’s eyes. We 
may define TM as a technique of 
turning the consciousness inward, 
until we experience finer and finer 
states of thought; until the source 
of thought is contacted: the pure 


field of creative intelligence 
Then, one simply enjoys the 
benefit of this contact in his daily 
life.” 


In claiming that meditation is a 
scientific technique, Ellis cited 
recent findings at the Stanford 
Research Institute by Dr. D. 


TM is a technique which relieves 
man from the tensions of every 
day life and provides him with 
profound bodily resi and mental 
serenity. Dr. Kanellakes has 
demonstrated that anxiety is 
reduced while energy is increased 
and action becomes more 
dynamic; and latent talents begin 
to be realized when the meditator 
rapidly approached his full 
potential for creative living 

The ciass reading list includes 
the doctorate thesis by Dr. Robert 
K. Wallace of the UCLA 
physiology department, which is a 
study of “The Physiological 
Effects of Transcendental 
Meditation.” Printed in “Science” 
magazine in March, 1970, the 
thesis makes a distinction between 
the profound state of rest attained 
through TM and that of deep 
sleep; noting it to be completely 
unique. It is a state of restful 
alertness, which Dr. Wallace 
proposes is a 4th major state of 
consciousness, which he prefers to 
call the transcendental state. The 
two basic texts which the class 
will consider are “The Science of 
Being and the Art of Living,”’ by 


Maharishi Mahesh Yogi, and 
“Body, Mind, and Death,” by 
Anthony Flew. 

The Science of Creative 


Intelligence is being offered at 
Sacramento State as an 


196 course, with Dr. Riis Bohr, 
professor of Art & History as the 


facilitator. It satisfies Group Ill 
general education requirements. 
There will be several guest 


lecturers for the class, as well as a 


film, ‘‘Transcendental Meditation: 
The Natural and Universal 
Procedure for the Emperical 
Verification of Creative 


Intelligence.” 

The course precis is as follows: 
“The Science of Creative 
Intelligence course presently being 
offered at SSC is a student 
initiated course open to 
undergraduates, graduates, and 
auditors. It will be a systematic 
inquiry into the source of all 
knowledge in order to provide a 
unifying basis for all the branches 
of learning. Topics include the 
relationship between the field of 
knowledge and the knower of 
knowledge; the theory § and 
application of creative intelligence 
which underlies and supports this 
relationship; major states of 
consciousness; unfoldment of full 
mental potential, techniques of 
verification and problem solving 
and the theory and mechanics of 
skill in action. The basic premises 
of the course will be thoroughly 
examined through a variety ot, 
critical approaches. “Views On-
